1 U- } v/.ATSR The  Tov/n's  supply  is  obtained  from  wells  in  different 
of  the  district,  and.  from  deep  seated  springs,  tapped  and 
.^ivered  by  cast  iron  mains  to  the  Tov/n.  All  supplies  are  constant, 

C P E.L  SUL  SU PPLY . This  yields  a minimum  supply  of  about  30,000 
gallons  per  ”24  hours, 

MILLANDS  SUPPLY,  During  the  summer  months  this  supply  is  used  to 
augment  the  Capel  Sul  ^^upply During  the  year  1947  the  pumps  were 
used  for  1541  hours  as  compared  with  1286  hours  in  1946. 

MASSOlTINLLIaN  SUPPLY . This  is  from  deep  seated  springs  tapped  in  a 
disused  Silver  Mine  adit  level,  giving  a minimum  supply  of  about 
25,000  gallons  in  24  hours.  There  is  storage  for  10,000  gallons. 

CAS  -CEFN  MYDIYDDYOARREO  SUP  PLY . Uith  the  aid  of  hydraulic  rams  this 
supply  gives  a minimim  flow  of  8,000  gallons  per  24  hours,

chlorinated,  and  chlorination  tests  of  the  v;ater  are  taken  v/eekly .

The  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity, 

16  samples  of  v/ater  vnre  taken  during  the  year  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory.  Examinations  are  made  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Carmarthen.  9 examin-tions  were  made  of  rav;  v/ater.  The 
v/aters  are  not  liable  to  have  pluiibo -solvent  action  on  lead.

They 
are  kept  in  a sanitary  condition.  The  water  supply  is  from  the  Council's 
main,  and  is  satisfactor  . The  kitchens  arc  used  daily  to  feed  all 
children  attending  the  schools. 

The  Schools 's  Medical  Officer  is  Dr, Gladys  Herbert,  and  the  School 
Dentist  is  Mr.H.Ungoed  Griffiths,  L.D.3.,  R.C.S.,  and  I v/ork  in 
conjunction  with  thei^.  It  has  not  been  necessary  to  close  the  Schools 
on  account  of  any  epidemic.  As  suggested  in  a memorandum  on  Closure 
and  Exclusion  from  School  1927,  bhe  pov;jrs  to  exclude  any  individual 
children  and  contacts  is  used  to  the  best  advantage.
